‘ Captain of Berwin, American 
‘Ship Under Own Flag, 
Testifies, in Trial of Ham- 
burg-American Men Who 


Both War Vessels on Fire Be- 
fore the Cap Was Sunk— 
Defense Concedes Ship 
Line Paid $1,419,394 
Sending Out 12 Vessels.

NEW YORK, Nov. 24.—How the Ham- 


burg-American line succeeded in reach- 


ing German rah in the Atlantic in 
August and September, 1914, with 2000 


tons of coal and large amounts of food- 
stuffs by means of the steamer Ber- 
wind, an American¢ boat under the 
American flag, was told today on the 
witness stand by the Berwind’s captain, 
Fritz Edward Falkenberg. 

Capt. Falkenberg was a Government 
witness in the trial of Dr. Karl Buenz, 
managing director, and George Kotter, 
Adolph Hochmeister and Joseph Pop- 
pinghaus, subordinate officials of the 


Hamburg-American line, on trial on 

charges of conspiring to deceive and 

defraud the United States. 
Falkenberg’s Story. 

The Berwind sailed from New York at 
0:30. at night, Aug. 5, ostensibly for 
Puenos Aires with Poppinghaus as su- 
pereargo and in charge. Taking up Capt. 
Falkenberge’s story there, her movements 
were as follows: 

First, Poppinghaus ordered him to stay 
within the three mile limit, after leaving [| 
Sandy Hook, to avoid British cruisers, 
tut later instructed him to steer for 
Cape Roque. There he was told to steam 
back and forth, as he might meet Ger- 
man ships. For 36 hours, the Berwind 
did steam back and forth over a 60-mile 
course and finally at 6:30 a. m., Aug. 2, 

sighted a German fleet of five ships. 

The ships were the Cap Trafalgar, the 
Pontas, the Eleanor Woermer, the Santa 
Lucia and the little German gunboat 
Eber. The Cap Trafalgar hoisted a sig- 
nal, “B M,"" meaning “come nearer,” 
after the Berwind, on Poppinghause’s 
order, had hoisted the same letters. 
Weather was stormy, the wind high and 
the sea heavy, so the Berwind, unable 
to discharge her cargo, stayed 16 days 
with the German fleet. 7 

When the elements permitted, she 
shifted her provisions, 40 tons of food- 
stuffs, and much of her coal to the Cap 

‘frafalgar and the Eleanor Woermer. 
About Sept. 10 three of the fleet sailed 
away, leaving only the Pontas and Cap 
Trdfalgar, to which the Berwind was 
still discharging her cargo. Before leav- 
ing, however, the Eber gave up her 
guns—two 4-inch rifles and six 1-pound- 
ers—to the Cap Trafalgar. 
Cap Trafalgar Surprised. 

On the morning of Sept. 14, 1914, Capt. 
Falkenberg testified, the Cap Trafalgar 
and the Pontas were surprised by the 
British auxullary cruiser Carmania and 
another British boat. which came on 
fast, intending to give battle. The Ger- 
mans turned to flee and the Berwind, 
weighing anchor, trailed slowly behind, 
veering out of range. 

“The Carmania gained fast,’’ Capt. 
Falkenberg said. *‘The Cap Trafalgar 
steamed south about a mile, then turned 
right about and faced the Carmania. 
They were about two and a half miles 
apart. — 

“The Carmania fired the first shot and 
then another one before the Cap Traf- 
algar replied. They both then began 

- firing fast. .The Pontas kept on her 
way, leaving the Cap Trafalgar to fight 
alone. In half an hour both the Car- 
mania and the Cap Trafalgar were 
badiy afire and in two hours the Cap 
Trafalgar sunk.” . 

Poppinghaus was aboard the Eleanor 
Woermer at this time, Capt. Falkenberg 
testified. The Berwind later rejoined 
the Eleanor Woermer, went to Rio Ja- 
neiro, got a cargo and returned home. 
She failed to reach Buenos Aires, the 
port for which she cleared, Capt. Falk- 
enberg sald. 

The Government charged that the Ber- 
’ ‘wind was the only one of the 16 boats 
chartered by the defendants, at a cost 
of $2,000,000, to relieve German cruis- 
ers which succeeded in her errand. The 
others, it is believed, were all captured 
before they reached the Germans. 

Present of $500 to Captain. 
’ Capt. Falkenberg said George Kotter, 
 eperiatendernt of the Hamburg-Amer- 
fean Line, made him a present of $50 
in return for his services, when the 

- Berwind got back to New York. 

Frederick F. Hasler, steamship bro- 
ker, testified that he chartered three 
Norwegian steamers, the Thor, Som- 
merstad and the Unita, to John H. 
Gans, now dead, for the Hamburg- 
American Line, at or about the begin- 
ning of the war. Gans told the witness, 
it was testified, that the Hamburg- 
American Line wanted the vessels to

GUARD ON PUBLIC BUILDINGS 
IN WASHITON REDOUBLED 


Special Precautiuns Taken at En- 
trances to State, War and Navy 
Headquarters, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—Watchful- 
ness of guards about the principal Gov- 
ernment buildings in the capital has 
been redoubled on special orders. To- 
day guards stationed at positions com- 
manding all entrances in the building 
which houses the State, War and Navy 
Departments, were under’ orders to 
question and, if necessary, search any 
persons of whom they had doubts. 
Anyone carrying a package was subject 
to questioning. Hundreds of tourists 

pass through the buildings daily. 

Since a bomb explosion wrecked a 
room in the Capitol last summer and 
bomb plots generally have kept the 
Government detectives busy, there has 
been more than usual activity among 
the guards, but now the watch is even 
more strictly kept. 

Guards employed by railroad com- 
panies are constantly on duty in the 
railroad tunnel leading to the bridge 
over the Potomac River, which is the 
principal gateway to the South.

FINE ON TRIAL 
ON A CHARGE OF 
SOLICITING BRIBE 


His Attorney Announces He Will 
Offer No Defense in 
Justice Court. 
ALLEGES _.A FRAME UP 
Expects to Carry Case of County 
Excise Commissioner to 
Higher Court. 


Robert J. Fine, a member of the Ex- 
cise Board of St. Louis County, was 
placed on trial this morning before 
Justice of the Peace G. H. Knoche at 
Creve Coeur, on a charge of soliciting 
a bribe of $500 from Peter Gounis of 
Meramec Highlands. 

The case will be tried before a jury of 
six. The selection of the jury was be- 
gun over the protest of Arthur V. Lash- 
ly, attorney for Fine, who made a 
technical objection to the information 
against Fine, and objected to Prose- 
cuting Attorney Ralph being permitted 
to amend the information. 

The caption of the information 
charged the offense was committed Oct. 
28, 1914, and in the bond the year was 
given as 1915. The Prosecuting Attor- 
ney was permitted to amend the date. 

Charges by Saloon Keepers. 
The issuance of the _ information 
against Fine followed the collection of 
a number of affidavits from saloon keep- 
ers, in regard to Fine’s conduct of of- 
fice. 
The information against Fine charges | 
that he agreed to withdraw his opposi- 
tion to the issuance of a saloon license 
to Gounis, who is proprietor of Eden 
Park, Meramec Highlands, on condition 
of the payment of $500. 
Fine is a Progressive. 
member of the board is Clarence 
Shotwell, a Democrat. 
Twenty witnesses have 
penaed by the State. 
After examining the prospective jur- 
ors, Lashly told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he would offer no defense 
for Fine, and would place no witnesses 
on the stand. 

Charges a Frame-Up. 

“This trial is a farce and a frame-up,”’ 
he said, “and I shall offer no defense. 
If those managing the prosecution were 
sincere they would have filed the in- 
formation in the Circuit Court, where a 
trial could have been conducted in ac- 
cordance with the recognized forms of 
law, instead of filing it in a Justice of 
the Peace court 30 miles in the country. 
“T have not determined whether I shall 
cross-examine the State’s witnesses. We 
have 28 witnesses who would have been 
summoned if the trial was in the Cir- 
cult Court, but I did not summon one 
of them to come out here. ° 
“We expect a verdict of conviction in 
this court and will be prepared to give a 
bond up to $10,000. I am glad this is 
not the court of last resort.”’

ORDER OF ARREST 


FOR PAUL DILLON, 
ATTORNEY, ISSUED

Two Women Clients Complain- 
ants Against Son of Late 
Judge Dillon. 


AMOUNT INVOLVED IS $250 


‘Lawyer Sought Is on Way to 
Mexico, Where Brother Dan 
Is Carranza’s Agent. 


A telephone order to the police to ar- 
rest Paul Dillon, an attorney and son of 


the late Circuit Judge Daniel Dillon, on 
a charge embezzlement, was issued by 
Assistant Circult Attorney Nelson Thom- 
as today. Dillon is said to be on his way 
to Mexico City. 

The order for the arrest of Dillon was 
made upon complaint of Mrs. L. W. 
Bubb and Mrs. Augusta Poepping of 
0347 Goodfellow place, who told Thomas 
that Dillon, as their attorney, had Col- 
lected $250 for them on a damage claim 
egainst the Frank L. Dittmeier Real Es- 
tate Co. and had failed to pay them the 
money. 

Women Made Settlement. 

The two women said the case against 
the real estate company was tried in 
June and that a verdict for $850 in their 
favor was returned. They afterwards 
consented to a settlement for $250, they 
said. 

Thomas called up Dittmeter, who said 
over the telephone that he had made out 
the check to Dillon as attorney for the 
two women, and that the cancelled 
check, endorsed by Dillon, had been re- 
turned to him by his bank. 

Mrs. Bubb and Mrs. Poepping’ said 
that they went to Dillon's office in the 
Title Guaranty Trust Building and 
found a note on the door that he would 
be back next Monday. Later, they saw 
an item in a newspaper, they said, that 
he had gone to Mexico, where his broth- 
er, Dan, is Carranza’s publicity agent. 
They had made a search for him in an 
effort to get their money. but had been 
unable to find him, they told Thomas. 

Charge Is Embezziement. 

Thomas said that failure to deliver 
the money to the two clients cons 
émbézzlement, but that {f Dillon was 
now in Mexico it was not likely that he 
could be extradited on account of the 
small sum involved. He said that other 
complaints against Dillon had been re- 
ceived. Thomas did not issue an infor- 
mation upon the complaint of the two 
women, but asked the police to try to 
find him, 

Paul Dillon is one of a quartet of 
Dillon brothers who gained fame as 
football players in their college days. 
Paul played at Washington University, 
as did his brothers, ‘‘Jack’’ and “Billy.”’ 
Another brother, Dan, played at St. 
Louis University. 

Paul Dillon got considerable notoriety 
on two occasions when altercations he 
got into over law practice resulted in 
quarrels. In August, 1912, he was ar- 
rested when a stenographer in the of- 
fice of Charles J. Anderson, an attor- 
ney in the Laclede Building, called a 
policeman and complained that he had 
struck her employer. 

In August, 1912, Justice of the Peace 
Krueger left the bench in his court 
after receiving an invitation from Dil- 
lon to fight. Dillon objected to a de- 
cision of the Justice’s, and a moment 
later the two were pummeling each oth- 
er. 

Dillon, in September, 1913, was called 
upon to explain a receipt received by a 
Deputy Wircuit Clerk, when the West- 
lake Construction Co., for whom Dil- 
lon was attorney, sent the receipt in 
satisfaction of a judgment, which ap- 
peared to be raised from one cent to 
$80.91. The company sent the receipt to 
the court to see if it were correct. It 
appeared blurred. 

Explained the Matter. 

Dillon explained that the matter was 
a clerical error. He said he made the 
plaintiff to the suit, which was over 
automobile repairs, a tender of $80.91 in 
settlement of the claim, and then went 
to the Circuit Court and made a tender 
of 1 cent, in accordance with practice, 
which relieves a defendant of the bur- 
den of costs, providing the Court's find- 
ing is in accordance with the tender. 
Dillon explained his clerk finding that 
the tender to the plaintiff and the Court 
did not coincide, rubbed out the 1 cent 
and wrote in $80.91. 

Paul Dillon was known among his 
friends as an inveterate gambler. He 
spent much of his time at gambling re- 
sorts in East St. Louis and the Tri- 
Cities shooting craps. He was con- 
sidered at one time to have had a bril- 
liant future through his natural talents 
and his family connections, as a law- 
yer, but it was through his gambling 
propensities he lost much of his prac- 
tice. One of his most lucrative clients 
was the Westlake Construction Co., but 
that concern discharged him when the 
check transaction became public.

C. K. Dickson Walsh of 3628 Delmar 
boulevard was fined $100-in police court 
this morning on charges of speeding and 
carelessness. .It was his third appear- 
ance there in seven months on a speed- 
ing charge. He had been fined $100 on 


each of the two previous charges. The 
maximum fine for speeding, or for care- 
lessness, is $500. 

Walsh is 43 years old, vice president 
of the St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge and 
Terminal Co., a man of considerable 
wealth, and is a son of Julius S. Walsh, 
chairman of the board of the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co. 

Motor Cycle Policeman McKenna tes- 
tified that Walsh was racing his Ford 
coupe at 5 p. m. yesterday to escape 
from him and Policeman Byrne, who 
were pursuing him west on Lindell bou- 
levard, from Spring avenue, to arrest 
him for speeding. 

Walsh, he said, was maintaining a 
speed of at least 30 miles an hour. At 
Whittier street, the policeman testi- 
fied, Walsh's coupe hit an auto truck 
which was turning north into Whittier 
from Lindell. 

Bounces Against Woman’s Limousine 

Walsh’s car bounced from the truck 
swerved to the left, and atruck an east- 
bound Cadillac touring car owned by 
Mrs. J. W. Cohn of 57/4 Westntiinster 
place. Mrs. Cohn, Mrs. Samuel Cohn of 
5621 Berlin avenue, and Mrs. L. Mange 
ot 5789 Kingsbury boulevard, who were 
in the machine, were all painfully hurt 
Walsh’s machine was wrecked and the 
police were told the damage to the truck 
was $25 and to the Cohn machine about 
$500. Walsh was arrested. 

After the policeman’s testimony, As- 

City . Counselor .. Ossing.. asker’ 
Walsh if he cared to take the witness 
stand: Walsh, without comment, went 
on the stand. 

“How fast were you going?” the pros- 
ecutor asked. 

“I have no statement to maké,” Walsh 
replied. 

“Have you not been fined twice be- 
fore for spéeeding—twice on the same 
day?” 

“IT have nothing to say.’’ 

‘Mr. Walsh,” said Judge Hogan, “you 
are speeding too fast.’’ Walsh did not 
reply, but held up his hand to his right 
ear, as he had done while the policeman 
was testifying, and while the Prosecutor 
was questioning him, to hear what was 
being said. 

“I'll fine you $50 in each case,"’ Judge 
Hogan added, quickly. “Now what are 
you going to do?’’ 

“T’ll appeal,” Walsh replied. 

Arrested Twice in Six Hours, 

Walsh was arrested twice within six 
hours, April 14, for speeding, and was 
fined $100 on each charge by Judge Ho- 
gan. The first of the two arrests was 
in Forest Park, after three motor cycle 
policemen pursued him out Lindell boule- 
vard west of King’s highway. 

A few hours later he was arrested by 
one of the same three policemen at 
Locust street and Ewing avenue. The 
testimony in court was that Walsh’s 
machine was going 45 miles an hour 
the first time and 30 the second. 

Walsh's wife, who was Miss Jessie 
Kehlor, recently sued him for divorce. 
The evidence was heard Nov. 12 by 
Judge arnold, who took the case under 
advisement. fe has been living at his 
father’s home. Mrs. Walsh resides at 14 
Horten’s place. 

Speeder in Court Fourth Time Is 
Fined $100. 

Clifford Hickel, 20 years old, of 3633 
Wyoming street, was fined $100 in Judge 
Hogan's court this morning for speed- 
ing. His appearance in court was the 
fourth time in six months for violation 
of the speeding and traffic ordinances.

TEACHERS” COLLEGE 
PROPOSED BY TAFT 


He Advocates Converting U. S. 
Bureau of Education Into 
Such an Institution. 


HELP FOR THE STATES 
Former President Presents 


Scheme for Co-operation to 
Raise Teaching Standards. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Nov. 24.—The 
conversion of the United States Bureau 
of Education into a national university 
for schoo] teachers was advocated today 
by former Président William H. Taft 
in an address before the New York 
State Teachers’ Association. 

Taft criticised the present system of 
education in the United States as being 
in many instances inefficient and su- 
rerficial, and suggested that the Fed- 
eral Government, through a system of 
imspection and criticism might aid the 
states in bringing about a higher stand- 
ard, both in respect to teachers and 
methods. 

Incidentally, the former President de- 
clared that the boys of England, Ger- 


many and France were bettér educated | 


than their contemporaries in this coun- 
try because of lax discipline and lack of 
thoroughness here. 

“The German youth of 15,” he sald, 
‘fs as well prepared to enter a college 
course as our boys of 18 and 19.” 

Scheme for Co-Operation. 

Explaining his scheme for co-operation 
of the Federal and State authoritles, 
Taft said: 

“Through its Bureau of Education’ the 
national Government might help to pro- 
mote state education by offering ma- 
chinery to the people of a municipality, 
of a county or of a state by which 
they might, if they chose, have the 


schools they pay for Investigated and} 


examined and the value of the education 
given tested by a survey or report of 
officers of the United States Bureau of 
I:ducation. Such officers would be 
trained experts.” 

Referring to his plan for making the 
Bureau of Education a national univer- 
sity for teachers, He said: ‘By search- 
ing; through teachers’ examinations the 
Federal certificates would acquire a high 
velue for their holders and the profes- 
sional qualification for teaching would be 
generally improved.”’ 

As a proof of the defects of the present 
system, Taft referred to the report of 
the Carnegie foundation for the advance- 
ment of teaching, which showed that the 
local school superintendents of some 
states cannot spell or write good En- 
glish. 

Referring to a criticism which he said 
was widely and justifiably made, that 
American school children received only a 
stperficial education, Mr. Taft said: 

“The criticisms which we hear from 
England of the Rhodes scholars ought 
to give us anxiety as to our system of 
ecucation and bring to our minds that 
our standards are not as high as they 
should be; that our discipline has a cer- 
tain degree of flabbiness and that there 
is too much of our education which 


ng for mediocrity and superficia] re- 
sults. 
Lack of Thorough Kaewledge. 


“The comparison that experience in the 
Rhodes scholarships enables ‘friendly 
critics to make indicates that the Amer- 
icans are bright, ambitious and diligent, 
but that they lack thorough knowledge 
and thorough training, and do not seem 
tc understand the necessity of learning 
a subject from the ground up.” 

Taft declared that “‘there is a most im- 
portant waste of valuable human time 
in the years of the life of the boy 
and the girl, between 6 and 14 years. 

“In the German schools and in the 
English schools,’’ he said, ‘‘the amount 
that boys between 6 and 14 are required 
to» commit may well command our admi- 
ration and wonder, because it is so out of 
proportion to the amount that we require 
of our children. 

Three Years Made Up. 

“They have made up three yaers by 
harder work. longer hours and fewer va- 
cutions. We cannot admit that our boys 
are not as capable of learning, but we 
must admit that we do not subject them 
to the same labor or the same discipline. 
We have too much marking time. There 
is no feason why we should not make 
out education as thorough and useful for 
the youth as that in France or Germany 


or England. We, as parenis, have been 
content to follow the line of least resist- 
ance. We have not insisted on home 
discipline. We have allowed our children 
to have their way far more than for- 


eign children have.’

U. S. SUBMARINES FOUND TO | 
BE INEFFICIENT IN TRIALS 


, 


Navy Department Said to Propose the Building 
of Much Larger Vessels—Germanv Using 


WASHINGTON, Nov. %4.—Abandon- 
ment of the present coast defense type 
of submarine in favor of larger sea- 


going submersibles may ‘be recommend- 
ed by the Navy Department as a result 
of lessons tearned during the recent 
maneuvers of the Atlantic fleet and un- 
official information concerning the size 
of underwater craft now in service in 
Europe. 

There are indications, it was said to- 
day, that the United States is lagging 
behind in submarine development, even 
with the 1000-ton submersible nearing 
completion and two of 1300 tons soon 
to be ordered. Navy officials have been 
particularly impressed by the apparent 


‘| probability that a submarine of approxi- 


mately ]500 tons and measuring 250 feet 
in length has been engaged in the war- 
fare against allied merchantmen. 

Reports on the fleet maneuvers, it haa 
ust become known, tell graphic stories 
of the difficulties encountered by the 12 
little submarines attached to the ‘‘blue’’ 
force commanded by Admiral Fletcher 
and defending the coast against a theo- 
retical enemy. 

Crews Made Seasick, 

The boats were at sea several days 
and encountered continuous rough 
weather. While no unexpected mechan- 
ical troubles were encountered, ‘ the 
crews of the vessels suffered extremely 
from seasickness, due to bad air, im- 
proper food and the continual pitching 
and rolling. To impairment of the ef- 
ficiency of the crews by seasickness 
alone, many minor mishaps to the boats 
are said to be attributed. a 

The maneuvers included the first at- 
tempt to employ the submarines, all of 
the coast defense type and none dis- 
placing more than 800 tons, at nearly 1000 
miles off shore. The general scheme of 
defense, it is said, fixed that distance 
at sea as the zone within which coast 
submarines should be able to operate in 
any weather. Should an enemy succeed 
in reaching within a hundred miles or 
rso of the coast, it is argued by some 
officers, he would be able to guard his 
fighting foree with a screen of mine 
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250-Footers Aga:nst Allies. 


Sweepers, destroyers and aeroplanes, 
which would render the chances of at- 
tacking his capital ships very uncertain. 
Far at sea, however, the screen could 
not be maintained. 

Teek @ Hours te Get Order to Them. 

For the purposes of the maneuvers, 
Admiral Fletcher placed his submarine 
in reserve, ready to strike north or 
south as the movements of th “red” 
hostile fleet, #00 miles off shore, might 
necessitate. One of the lz boats was 
unable to reach its station, as it would 
not steer properly in the rough weath- 
er. The other ll, battened down tight 
for days at a time and with water 
pouring’ over them day and night, car- 
ried out their orders. Later the “blue” 
commander discovered that his “red” 
enemy was sweeping to southward, He 
ordered the submarines south to inter- 
cept the fleet. An indication of the 
troubles encountered is given in the fact 
that it took six hours to convey this or- 
der to one of the submersibles. 

Finally the flotilla started southward, 
but was able to make less than half the 
speed required to bring it to its ap- 
pointed station on time. Navigation was 
accomplished only by dead reckoning, 
for with their vessels closed up tight 
and tumbling about tn the water, the 
officers could not verify their positions. 


50 Miles Out of Position, 

They were 530 miles or more out of 
position at the conclusion of the trip and 
the “‘red’’ transports and convoy swept 
through the breach they left to land an 
army on American soil. 

While no definite recommendations 
have been made, the question of the 
value of a submarine as small as the 
present type for coast defense work is 
being seriously considered. There are 
more than 70 boats of 800 tons or less 
displacement now bullt or building for 
the navy. 

The view has” been presented, it is 
understood, that with larger submarines 
the difficulties of navigation at sea 
would be reduced, greater speed could 
be attained and the efficiency of the 
boats for purposes such as that of the 
maneuvers increased proportionately.

SAYS THE LORDS 
NEED A CENSOR 


Intimates That St. Davids’ and 
Ribblesdale’s Recent Speeches 
Border Upon Treason. 


__e 
LONDON, Nov. M\~In severe denun- 
ciation of the freedom of speech, which 
marked the recent speech by Lord St. 
Davids in the House of Lords, In which 
he said women were being constantly 
entertained at British Headquarters in 
France, the Earl of Derby, in charge 


of British recruiting, speaking before 
the Stock Exchange teday, declared 
that the House of Lords needed cen- 
sorship. 

“The man who gives information to 
the enemy,” said Lord Derby, “goes 
by an ugly name and it should be giv- 
en just as much to a man who deliv- 
ers such a speech in the House of Lords 
as to a man who risks his life getting 
information for the enemy.” 

After stating that no ‘‘gentleman™ 
would have made and no “gentleman” 
would believe Lord St. Davids’ accusa- 
tions and subjecting Lord Ribblesdale’s 
recent utterance to a like denunciation, 
Lord Derby spoke of recruiting. He 
said he had not come to enlist recruits 
in the Stock Exchange, but to ask the 
loyal co-operation of its members in the 


Lecheme he had undertaken. 


Moral Effect of Volunteers. 

“At the present moment no man has 
a right to say he is indispensable in 
his present employment,” continued 
Lord Derby. “‘Apart from the numbers 
we will get is the moral effect upon 
our allies and our enemies in snowing 
them that the voluntary spirit in En- 
gland is as strong as at the beginning 
of the war. Every man should go be- 
fore a local tribunal, which will deter- 
mine whether he is indispensable.” 

Lord Derby ask for patience, say- 
ing that those working under his 
scheme were endeavoring to do in six 
weeks under the voluntary system what 
Germany had accomplished under con- 
scription in 40 yeary. Men were enlist- 
ing in large numbers, he said, but they 
must come in very much larger num- 
bers during the next three weeks if the 
position of the voluntary system was to 
be made absolutely unassailable. 

To Win, No Matter at What Cost. 

“We are going to win this war, what- 
ever the cost,” he added, “but it is no 
use in making that assertfon uniess 
everyone does his duty at this crisis. 

Regarding Lord Ribblesdale’s allega- 
tion in his recent speech that it was 
common knowledge that Lieutenant- 
General Sir Charles C. Monro, com- 
mander of the British expedition at the 
Dardanelles, had reported in favor of 
abandonment of the Dardanelles cam- 
paign, Lord Derby said: , 

“T am in the War Office and knew 
nothing about it.

UN HIS CUSTOMERS, 
GUSTIN DECLARES 


‘He Speculated Himself,’ Says 
Attorney, Friend of Broker 
Whose Firm Failed. 


TELLS OF WEEK OF CRASH 


=t. Clair County Official in 
wharge of St. Louis House a 
Week—Books Gone Over. 


Details of business transactions of the 
bankrupt brokerage firm of Payne & 
Becker for a few days prior to its 
failure were told today by R. V. Gustin, 
Assistant State’s Attorney of St. Clair 
County, Ill., who also is attorney for 
Bontie A. Becker, a member of the firm. 

Gustin said to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er that all of last week he was in per- 
sonal charge of the brokerage office in 
the Chemical Building because Becker 
and Peter Payne, a brother of the other 
member, desired to remain away from 
the offices because they were the only 
persons authorized to sign checks for 
the firm. 

Kach morning, Gustin. said, he came 
to St. Louis from East St. Louis and 
took charge of the business. Each 
evening, he said, Becker met him in 
East St. Louis and received a report 
on the day’s business. 

Gustin said that, on reaching the of- 
fices each morning he found a memo- 
randum from Becker telling him specific 
things to do. One morning, he said, 
there was a memorandum telling him 
to sell 100 shares of Texas Pacific stock. 
Hie said he did so, thinking the stock 


belonged to Becker, but that afterward 


he found that it was the property of a 
man named Rosenthal, for whom the 
firm had purchased it. Gustin sald 
Rosenthal did not get his money, about 
$1600. He said he also sold 25 shares of 
Utah Copper under the same circum- 
stances, but that he never learned the 
real owner of the stock. . 

Collapse of the Firm. 

Gustin declared that, in his opinion, 
the collapse of the firm was due en- 
tirely to the action of a Chicago broker- 
age house in shutting off Payne & 
Becker’s wire service. He said that, a 
year ago, the firm had debts amount- 
ing to $22,000, and that it had been able 
to reduce the amount of indebtedness to 
$80,000. With a little more time, Gustin 
said, he believed the entire amount 
would have been wiped out. He said 
Becker never would explain to him the 
cause of the indebtedness nor where the 
and that there were no 
books which would show. 

_Gustin said his actions as attorney for 
Becker were due to his personal friend- 
‘Becker had two faults,” 
he said. “He was too easy with cus- 
tomers and he speculated himself.” 

Going Over the Books. 

John C.' Tobin, receiver for Payne & 
Becker, had an expert accountant at 
work today on ‘the books of the firm. The 
received said he would not be able to 
make any statement about the condition 
of the firm’s affairs until this examina- 
tion had been completed, which might 
be in a day.or two or three days. 

He knew, he said, what had brought 
about the failure, but was not in a 
position to disclose his information. Only 
two or three of the firm's customers 
knew before_the assignment that any- 
thing of the kind was near, he said.

Then a bank mes- 
senger, bearing advice that a large sum 
of money was deposited to his account 
at Speyer and company's here, called 
on him. Other messengers came soon 
afterward and by Sept. 5 he had $750,- 
000 on deposit at Speyer & Co., none of 
which was owing to him and all of 
which was entirely unexpected. 

Money From Berlin.

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VIOLATION Of LAW 
BY CAPT. BOY-tD 


No Guilt in Financing Raiders 
Unless With Knowledge of 
False Swearing. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—Secretary 
Lansing made it clear today that, so 
far as he was able to judge, Capt. 
Boy-Ed, the German naval attache, was 
not guilty of any violation of law in 
supplying funds, as testified, in the 
Buenz tridl yesterday, for the sending 
out from American ports of Hamburg- 
American vessels to provision German 
warships at sea. 

The Secretary pointed out that the 
matter could not become a subject for 
cognizance of the State Department un- 
less it were proved in the cases now on 
trial in New York that Capt. Boy-Kd 
had knowledge of the false registra- 
tion which Hamburg-American Line 
agents are charged with having made 
in order to get clearance for their ves- 
sels. State Department officials do not 
understand that Capt. Boy-Ed is so 
charged, but that the references to him 
in the case are only incidental. 

Secretary Lansing kbolds that the ar- 
rangement to supply belligerent vessels 
at sea was not a violation of law un- 
less it also were proved that the same 
warship at sea was being repeatedly 
supplied from American ports. No proof 
to that effect is in possession of the 
State Department. 

It was pointed out officially, however, 
that the State Department, to ask for 
the recallof any diplomatic officer, does 
not require legal proof of any violation 
of law but can always act on the gen- 
eral principe of obnoxious activity. 

Secretary Lansing expained that, while 
the State Department had knowledge of 
the evidence on which the cases in New 
York were being prosecuted, the state- 
ments being made by Assistant District 
Attorney Wood with reference to Capt. 
Boy-ed were net made with the approval 
or disapproval of the State Department. 

State Department officials are watch- 
ing the case with close interest, how- 
ever, to see if any new disclosures are 
made bearing on Capt. Boy-ed’s ac- 
tivities.

STIX, BAER & FULLER C0, SAYS

Prosecuting Attorney Sidener Points 
Out That No Specific Law Covers 
the Offense. 

Charles A. Stix, president of the Stix, 
Baer & Fuller Dry Goods Co. (the

WASHINGTON, Nov. &4.—Attorney- 
General Gregory’s opinion holding that 
the Federal Reserve Board has no au- 
thority under the reserve act to reduce 
the number of Federal reserve districts,

RIGHTS, KEYNOTE 
OF ThE MESSAGE 


President Will Point Out Amer- 
ica’s Humanitarian Mission 
Peace. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—President 
Wilson’s annual message to Congress, 
which has heretofore taken the form 
of an address in person, is receiving its 
finishing touches today. The Cabinet 
heard the document yesterday and gave 
it unanimous approval. As was report- 
ed yesterday, the feature of the mes- 
sage, it is understood, will be a discvus- 
sion of national defense and revenues, 
although other questions are to_be taken 
up—merchant marine, conservation, 
greater self-government for the Fili- 
pinos and rural credits. The message 
will declare that the United States has 
a humanitarian mission of peace in the 
world and therefore must be ready to 
defend its right to independent and un- 
molested action. Secretary Garrison’s 
army plans will be strongly supported. 

The President, as he did last year, 
will hold that it is proper for young 
men to learn to be soldiers and ex- 
presses the belief thai the plans sub- 
mitted by the army genera] staff call 
for a standing force ‘larger than. the 
country wants. As to the navy, the 
President will point out that it is nec- 
essary to provide men and munitions and 
equipment as it is to build warships. 

The President has notified the Demo- 
cratic leaders in both Senate and House 
who have called upon him in the last 
few days that he desires appropriations 
for rivers, harbors and buildings held 
down to the minimum. He has point- 
ed out that the money that will be re; 
quired for the army and navy in the 
next few years will necessitate the par- 
ing down of other expenditures. 


MISS MARGARET LUDLOW FOR 
40 YEARS A TEACHER, DIES 


She Was Principal of Lowell School 
for 19 Years and Never Missed 
a Day. 

Miss Margaret R. Ludlow of 5040 Von 
Verson avenue, for the last 40 years a 
teacher or principal in the public 
schools of St. Louis, died in the Jewish 
Hospital at 6 o'clock this morning.

Salesman Under Arrest. Says 
Tickets Were Handed to Him 
by Man of That Name. 


Meyer Rosenstein of 1465 Blackstone 
avenue, a novélty salesman in the Gay 
Building, is held for the Circuit Attor- 
and Federal authorities following 
his arrest yesterday afternoon, when 
detectives found lottery tickets and 
marked money in his pockets.

gel, he was called on the telephone 
at his home. A man at the other end 
of the line, who said he was ‘Mr. 
Sparker,”’ suggested that Nagel could 
make money selling lottery tickets to 
Washington University students. Nagel 
said that in a spirit of adventure and

‘hoping to get material for a story for 


Student Life, he fell in with the plan 
and ‘“‘Mr. Sparker’’ then told him he 
could get the lottery tickets from Ro- 
senstein. 

About a week ago, Nagel says, he 
went to the printing officeéfand Rosen- 
stein handed him a package containing 
90 tickets issued by a ésttery company 
doing business in New Orleans and 
Chicago. 

Nagel sold $1.50 worth of tickets to 
fellow students and then told his father, 
Leonard Nagel, a teacher, what he had 
cone. The father. consulted a private de- 
tective agency and young Nagel was 
advised to see Circuit Attorney Harvey. 
On Harvey’s advice he took city de- 
tectives into his confidence. The de- 
tectives bought $3.75 worth of tickets 
from him and marked the money they 
paid him. They also marked the money 
Nagel had received from student pur 
chasers. 


Took Unsold Tickets and Money. 
Yesterday afternoon Nagel went to 


Rosenstein’s office to make his returns. 
Rosenstein accepted the unsold tickets 
and the money. Detectives waited until 
Rosenstein left his office and arrested 
him. 

Rosenstein made a_ straightforward 
statement, in which he said a man who 
introduced himself as “Mr. Sparker” vis- 
ited his office and sold a lottery ticket 
to him and then asked him to deliver 
a package to young Nagel. He surd he 
had never sold a lottery ticket and was 
not an agent for a lottery ticket. He 
accepted the returns from Nagel as an 
accommodation to “Sparker,”’ he said. 
Rosenstein described Sparker and de- 
tectives recognized the description as 
that of a man who recently was arrest- 
ed as a lottery agent suspect, but re- 
leased when no evidence was found on 
which to hold him.

1 could give her,’ he said, adding that

ate it ravenously.” 

The young woman was reported to be 
in a serious condition at the home of 
her aunt, where she was taken from her 
fater’s house.

He said to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
before the luncheon, that he had found 
ureater interest in the Middle West, and 
particularly in Kansas City, in the mat- 
ter of preparedness, than even in the 
feacoast cities of the East.

ADOPTION OF TWO 
BUYS 1S ISSUE IN 
$10,000,000 TRIAL 


Widow of Kansas City Railroad 
Builder Sued His Relatives, 
Who Claimed Estate. 


TELLS OF AGREEMENT 


Says He Was to Settle $30,000 
on Her and Adopt Children 
—Will Not Changed. 


‘KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 24.—The 
parentage of two boys, 8 and 12 years 
old, is the question on which a $10,- 
000,000 suit in equity hung in the Circuit 
Court here yesterday. The boys are the 
children of Mrs. Margaret Hackman 
Townsend, who was divorced from AQx., 
gust Hackman, a Chicago druggist, in 
1911. She married George Townsend, 
electrical engineer, April .29, 1913, three 
months before he killed himself by 
jumping into the Missouri River. 
Attorneys for Mrs. Townsend will at- 
tempt to prove that Townsend, regard- 
ed as a crusty, straight-laced old bach- 
elor, was the father of these two chil- 
dren by adoption. 

Townsend built the Kansas City, Clay 
County & St. Joseph Railway. He 
worked on it three years. Then when 
the road was finished and the project 
was making money he married Mrs. 
Hackman, an old friend. On June 24 he 
started on a long walk and disappeared 
The Missouri River was dragged and his 
body found. 

His will, dated 1906, 
these brothers and sisters: Miss Cor- 
nelia Townsend and Mrs. Anna L. Da- 
vis, both of Milwaukee; Edward W. 
Townsend, former Congressman and 
now postmaster in Montclair, N. J., and 
W. R. Townsend. 

Prior to his marriage to Mrs. Hack- 
man Townsend had made an agree- 
ment, the papers filed in the suit say, 
settling $30,000 on her and agreeing to 
adopt her two children, George and Ed.

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ILLEGAL ELECTRIC CONTRACTS. 

The heads of both the United Railways and 
the Union electric have testified that excessive 
prices are paid under contract with the Electric 
Company of Missouri for current from the Keo- 
kuk dam. The Electric Company of Missouri, 
which locally controls and distributes the cur- 
rent and the United Railways afd Union Electric 
are owned by the North American Co. 

The Post-Dispatch has suggested the illegality 
of these contracts on account of their fraudulent 
nature as agreements made by parties who deal 
on both sides of the directors’ table. Are they 
not illegal under the Missouri laws against 


Under Missouri law all contracts to control 
prices by artificial or fixed methods, regardless 
of other conditions, are illegal, because opposed 
to sound public policy. Section 10,301, Revised 
Statutes of Missouri, defines this policy as fol- 


lows: 

All arrangenients,. contracts, agreements, 
combinations or understandings made or en- 
tered into between any two or more persons 
which are designed or made with a 
‘view to increase or which tend to in- 
crease the market price of any product, 
commodity or article, or thing of any 
class or kind whatsoever bought and 
sola * * * are hereby déclared to be 
against public policy, unlawfu! and void, and 
any person or persdéns creating, entering into, 
becoming a member of or participating in such 
arrangements, contracts, agreements, combina- 
tions or uné@erstandings shall be deemed and 
adjudged guilty of a conspiracy in restraint of 
trade and punished as provided for in this 
article. 

The penalties are designated in section 10,302: 

Any person violating any of the provisions 
of this article,-or who shall do any act prohib- 
ited or declared unlawful by the provisions of 
this article, shall be adjudged guilty of a fel- 
ony and upon conviction thereof shall be pun- 
ished by imprisonment in the penitentiary not 
exceeding five years, or by imprisonment in the 
county jail not exceeding one year, or by a fine 
of not less than $500 nor more than $5000, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment. 


If the agréements and arrangements between 
the Keokuk Power Cq and the various associated 
companies distributing or dealing in electricity 
are made with a view of increasing the price of 
electricity to consumers in St. Louis or inci-

be punished as provided in this article. 

Sec. 10,299. Pool and trust agreements de- 
fined. Any person who shall create, enter into, 
become a member of or participate in any pool, 
trust, agreement, combination, confederation 
or understanding. with any other person or 
persons to regulate, control or fix the price of 
any article of manufacture, mechanism, 
merchandise, commodity, convenience or re- 
pair, or any product of mining, or any article 
or thing whatsoever, of any class or kind 
bought and sold, or the price or premium to 
be paid for insuring property against loss or 
damage by fire, lightning or storm, or to main- 
tain said price, when so regulated or fixed, or 
shall enter into, become a member of or par- 
ticfpate in any pool, trust, agreement, con- 
tract, combination, ‘confederation or under- 
standing, to fix or limit the amount or quanti- 
ty of Any article of manufacture, mechanism, 
merchandise, commodity, convenience, repair, 
any product of mining, of any article or thing 
whatsoever of any class or kind bought and 
sold, or the price or premium to be paid for 
instring property against loss or damage by 
fire, lightning or storm, shaii be deemed and 
adjudged guilty of a conspiracy in restraint 
of trade, and be punfshed as provided in this 
article.

Section 10,307 also provides that the purchaser 
of an article is not liable for the price of an 
article brought from a trust, and this provision 
of the statute has been upheld by our courts.

The form of the ballot, the method of taking 
the expression and the provision for counting the 
vote all indicated that the United Railways was 
voting. “aye” early and often on the “no-stop” 
plan.

Conceding the issue of fact, of special interest 
to the Denver ladies, which is raised by the speci- 
fication, what particular force has it for anyone 
except the treasurer of the campaign fund? With 
$50 as the cash price of feminine votes, and the 
old-established price of $2 for a masculine vote 
still holding, his problem naturally becomes more 
complicated. The men, too, may demand $50. But 
of what concern is that to the great mass of men 
and women who never sell their votes or to the 
politicians who find it too dangerous nowadays to 
buy votes? Votes for women will not increase the 
frequency of such campaigns as Hanna conducted 
in 1896, Mr. Meeker to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. It will not spread throughout the Union the 
practices peculiar to Adams County, O. 

The merits of woman suffrage are better studied 
from its probable effects on a problem more dis- 
tinctive of this day: Will women be as apt as 
our men, for instance our Meekers, to enter poli- 
tics as the representatives of special instead of 
public interests?

| Our Little Word “Next” |

EXT is a preposition; so is “to.” 
N It is never necessary to use the 
two words together. Don't say 
“T sat next to the man,” but “I sat 
next the man.” In a word, to make it 
plainer, next really means ‘‘next to.” 

These are proper: “My place is next 
yours.” “I was next the last person in 
the line.”’ 

“I was next to go’ or “I was next to 
be called”’ is proper usage, because here 
“to” is not a preposition, but the sign 
of the infinitive. 

Primarily, ‘‘next’’ means “alongside.” 
It is proper to say then “The shelf is 
next above the one with the canned 
goods,” or “The shelf is next under the 
one with the canned goods."" Here 
“above” and “under’’ indicate a spe- 
cific longitudinal place. To say a shelf 
was simply above or under a certain 
other shelf would not exactly place the 
shelf referred to. Neither could one 
say ‘“The shelf was next the shelf with 
the canned goods,"’ for in that event it 
would have to be ‘‘alongside,’’ in a lati- 
tudinal sense. ° 

“Next’’ is a simple little word, and 
like many others in the English lexicon 
more often misused than employed wit»
